ever crected by Canada at an international exposition, covering 65,000 
aquare fect, and will hovas ene of the mont elatiorate and comprehen- 
alvg axhibita of the Domlaten's teectrees and products aver chown on 
foreign eoll, Six hundred thousand dollars haa already been voted by 
the Canadian pariament for the bullding and exhibits, but a further 
avint, bringing the appropriation up to $1,000,000, will be recommended 
by the coverament. ;
